Dr Dooley, as a Navy physician, 
was assigned to a refugee camp 
In Victnam in July, 1954, to glve 
medical ald'to many of - the 
neorly 1,000,000 refugees from 
the Vieitminh-occupled _ northern 
half of the country. 


Ne wrote about his experiences 
ina best-selling book, “Deliver 
Us From Evil,” the proceeds ‘ of 
which he has since used for the 
project. 


Upon Release 


Upon release from the Navy 
in 1958, he approavhed the In- 
lernational Rescue Committee, a 
Don-sectarian orgunisation. With 
Its sponsorship, he begged, bor- 
rowed and assembled from a 
few friends and through contri 
butions from the American 
pharmaceutical Industry  suffi- 
cient funds, instruments and 
medical materials to enable him 
lo set up a mobile hospital In 
the jungles of north Laos, near 
the China border. 


_ Between the autumn of 1056 
and November, 1957, Dr Dooley 
and a group of volunteer aossist- 
ants took care of the medical 
needs of more than 45,000 
Laotians, most of whom had! 
never previously seen a trained 
medical mon, 


"There Is only one doctor in 
Laos, which has a population of 
3,000,000, and he is the Miuls- 
ter of Health,” Dr Dooley said. 

His experiences tn Laos are 
the subject of a new book he 
has just published, “The Edge 
Of Tomorrow.” a4 


His Return 


Upon his return to the U.S. 
in December, 1957, Dr Dooley 
inspired the founding of 
MEDICO, wilh the famed Dr
